In November 1949, proposals were made 
that the- United States of America become 
aligned with-the United Nations, which ob- 
viously. meant that America join a world- 
government, Proposals which, surprisingly, 
had been given respectful consideration in 
hearings before the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee of the lower House of Congress, act- 
ually were suggestions that’ We abolish the 
United States Constitution, which would 


mean the -abolishment of our Republican” 


form of government. 

This was made clear by the specifications 
for the world super state as promulgated by 
its advocates. 

Among-a variety of extreme international- 
ist organizations enlisted in the scheme, the 
principal leaders were United World Federal- 
ists, Inc., and Union Now, and each had 
prepared pamphlets “outlining its ideas or 
how world government should function. 

One of these, issued by the World Fed- 
eralists, stated: 

“World law shall be enforceable directly 
upon individuals.” 

That declaration indicates that the Amer- 
ican people would give up their rights to 
make their own laws, and obey laws made 
for them by alien politicians who do not 
understand and who have no regard for our 
‘American ideals of individual liberty. 

The World Federalist pamphlet also 


stated: 

“The world federal government should 
have authority to raise dependable revenue 
under a direct taxing power independent of 
national taxation.” 

That means foreign politicians, envious of 
‘American prosperity and unshakably con- 
vinced the United States is possessed of un- 
limited wealth, would decide how much 
taxes we should pay without having to con- 
sult our own Government in the matter. 

If one would imagine that we would not 
pay the bulk of the taxes to support a world 
government, consider the fact that we are 
already paying the bulk of the cost of the 
maintenance of the infamous United Nations.

“SPENDING LEGISLATION” will be en- 
couraged by the Reds, becatise the more we 
spend the more we tax and the more we are 
taxed the nearer private enterprise appro- 
aches bankruptcy.

IT’S FRIGHTENING. Back in Washington 
just before Congress adjourned, an attitude 
never before seen in my 22 years in Con- 
gress startled and disturbed me, Congress- 
men who enjoy friendship and camaraderie 
despite their political differences were not 
talking. Members sat deep. in thought in the 
House chamber. There was little dialogue 
in committees. Even in the ordinarily re- 
laxed atmosphere of the House cafeteria, 
the air was tense. The reason was simple. 
Members of Congress were afraid they were 
seeing the dangerous transformation of our 
government, transpiring without benefit 
of legislation or Constitutional amendment. 
A power-hungry executive branch had set 
out to take over the real function of the 
legislative. Small wonder that a shocked 
Congress was asking itself—“How far will 
we go? Will we be party to ek | pos- 
God-given freedoms?” | 
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That act opened the flood gates to liberal 
socialistic legislation of all types. Regard- 
less of the mechanisms,. bills fleoding from 
that committee include one purpese—ag- 
grandizement of the power of ‘the executive. 
The vehicle might be spending. A new agency 
or a new regulatory program—all have a 
common goal, to -usurp- the authority of: 
Congress and to reduce it to an anemic 
imitation of its true constitutional role. 


THE PRESENT. Many of these bills passed. 
by less than five votes. Some failed, but the 
number lessened as the power of the execu- 
tive department grew. Such coercion to get™ 
programs through the Congress has never 
before been seen. . 

Shortly before adjournment the word was 
that we would adjourn, but, upon returning, 
we would, if the executive department had 
its way, be a 100%, liberal body. That’s when 
you can expect the real socialistic deluge fo 
hit. 

So this was the numbing background 
which shook Congressmen to the very mar- 
row of their bones. Finally, many. members 
who had “gone along to get along” began to 
realize how they, had voted away. their pre- 
rogatives and how their Constitutional pow- 
ers had been usurped. They finally saw-that,- 
in truth, some hold nothing .but contempt. 
for Congress—the last roadblock between . 
freedom and socialisin.. ‘ 
HISTORY OF THE PRESENT. The qation’- 
press media is already choked by. a. strangle- 
hold, and Washington has. stopped bothtring 
to deny this. You. read and you are. told. 
what Washington wants you. to. know and 
hear. on 

Since people of this same. philosophy. con=.-- 
trol. the machinery of government,. the lives 
of farmers, veterans, Social. Security recipi- 
ents and others are also controlled. One in” 
every five persons in this country today re= 
ceives a check from the government and is 
in part controlled by the government.

THE FUTURE. Where do we go from here? .. 
The next targets, unless the American people 
rise up against socialism, are the health 
needs of our citizens and thought control of 
our children. LBJ killed a Social Security 
increase this year because he was refused 
control of the health of these same people. 
He has vowed to get what he wants in 1965. 
Once medicare controls the health of the 
aged, that program will grow into socialized — 
medicine, and make no mistake about it. 

Federal Aid to Education is the vehicle for 
control over the minds of our young people. 
To those who still think Federal- aid can’ 
come without Federal control, let them read 
publications already on the market published 
by the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 

Given the complete ultra liberal and._ 
socialist majority wanted in Congress, the 
poverty campaign will be turned into a 
worldwide grab bag, and the American 
people will have to take their chances. with 
the rest of the world in this mass of pottage.

What would be the effect on the United 
States if a-disarmament treaty should act- 
ually be put into effeet? Here are some of 
the things which would happen if this treaty 
were fulfilled and carried out: 

1, American independence would be de- 
stroyed, 

2, The Declaration of Independence would 
become an. obsolete document, 

3. The U.S.A. would be kept under con- 
trol of a uniformed UN police force . .. the 
so-called UN Peace Force ... made up of 

4, Our young men would be put in UN 
uniforms and sent to fereign countries to 
police their citizens under the authority of 
the UN military dictatership. 

5. We would have, finally and irrevocably, 
@ One World Government. 

6. A manipulated UN would be an alien- 
controlled military dictatorship. 

7%. The American flag would become a 
second-rate banner. (Let us not forget that 
early in 1962 recruitment posters were sent 
out by the Depa t of Defense carrying 
a picture of the UN flag but omitting the 
American flag.

3. The World Court would supersede the 
authority of our own domestic courts. 

9. The Congress of the United States would 
be reduced to an authority similar to that 
now enjoyed by the state legislatures .... 

Bat the higher authority 
over Congress would not be to a body made 
up of Americans, for the UN military dicta- 
torship would be in charge. . 

10. Taxes would become, not almost but 
completely confiscatory, for a continuous 
effort would be made to equalize living con- 
ditions world-wide, and the United States 
would be both outnumbered and outvoted. 

Such would be the effects of the general 
provisions of our surrender treaty. Individual 
freedom could not possibly survive.

Atheism-An Intensive Campaign 
In The Soviet Union 


The intensification of the anti-religious 
campaign in every center has been pro- 
claimed by “Pravda,” as necessary to en- 
deavor to eradicate God from the mind of 
the people, through a program of atheistic 
education. 

After emphasizing that the religious pre- 
judices “cannot be eliminated by means of 
government measures,” Pravda explained 
the atheist educational plan, drawn up by 
the ideological commission of the party, 
under the presidency of Leonide Hyichev. 

The program is as follows: 

Organization of an “Institute of Scientific 
Atheism.” 

Specialization in “High Studies on Athe- 
ism,” of a group of History and Philosophy 
students. 

Establishment of Seminaries of studies, 
as well as correspondence schools, to spread 
these teachings. 

A prize will be awarded to the best film 
on anti-religious themes. 

Pravda strongly dissapproves that a 
great part of the Soviet citipenship is still 
loyal to the religious faith, and stated that 
it is time to “eradicate these beliefs of the 
past.” 

The new campaign emphasized that the 
Soviet drive against God has been a failure, 
up to now.
